REORGANIZATION PLAN 
FOR NARBERTH Y. M. C. A. 



Volunteer Managers Will Attempt to 

Apply Businesslike Principles and 

to Build a Community Center 

Every public-spirited resident of 
Narberth will be glad to learn that 
a plan hai been arranged and ap- 
proved in detail by the board of direc- 
tors at a special meeting last Monday 
evening, which will assure the ex- 
istence of the local Y. M. C. A. for 
another year at least. This plan is 
the result of considerable thought 
on the part of men who have taken 
but little if any interest in the 
activities of the association in the 
past, whose efforts have been cheer- 
fully seconded and assisted by those 
who have for years worked diligently 
and faithfully for its welfare. 

These men realized that the closing 
of so prominent an institution would 
work considerable harm to the in- 
terest of every resident and property 
holder in the community, reflecting 
on the progressiveness and liberality 
of its citizens, as well as their love 
of the home town. 

Y. M. C. A. a Community Asset, 

The building is 'the largest and most 
attractive in Narberth and is certain* 
ly an asset to all of us. Probably 
there isn't any one feature of the town 
that impresses the prospective buyer 
or renter more quickly or more favor- 
ably than does this structure, and the 
purpose of its being. On the other 
hand, nothing would impress him more 
unfavorably or more quickly than a 
sign on the building reading 
"CLOSED:" the latter would be a 
black eye for the town on its very 
threshold. It would not be consistent 
to cry "BOOST NARBERTH" an3 
then decry the Y. M. C. A. 
New Conditions Warrant Continued 
Effort. 

Some of our well-meaning citizens 
have, from its inception, looked ask- 
ance at the establishment on the 
corner of Haverford and Forrest ave- 
nues, feeling, and, perhaps, properly, 
that the town had hardly attained the 
proportions that could comfortably 
support what was considered a rather 
too pretentious and expensive equip- 
ment: but. happily Narberth has 
grown and is to-day large enough in 
population and broad and progressive 
enough in sentiment to support an 
institution which means so much to 
every man, woman and child in the 
borough. 

Efficiency Keynote of New Plan. 

The new plan, which is outlined a 
little further on, is simply an applica- 
tion of business efficiency principles 
to the management and running of the 
association. Efficiency 13 the order of 
the day in business circles, and it hae 
been decided to try the same methods 
in the re organization of the Y. M. C, 
A. Many plans have been tried in the 
past and have not produced the ex- 
pected results, largely because co- 
operation was lacking. Under the 
new Plan a number of our fellow 
townsmen have volunteered their time 
and have signified their willingness to 
personally supervise the different de 
partments. This insures the co-opera- 
tive feature at the very start. 

Details are now being worked out, 
it being the intention of the volunteer 
managers to make the Y. M. C. A. 
building practically a community cen- 
ter, having features which no live 
human being in Narberth can fail to 
be interested in, even though in a 
small way. 

Fellowship More Than Finance. 

While the financial future for the 
association for one year is practically 
assured, to make this re-organization 
a success, we must have your support 
financially as well as morally. Every 
male in Narberth should take out a 
membership card at least and become 
a contributive member to as large an 
extent as he possibly can deny himself 
to do. We believe that every man 
and every boy will find that he gets 
a good return for his money, and, 
furthermore, can feel a pride in 
furthering the interests of his home 
town and neighbors. Please bear In 
mind that we want you as member 
not alone for the Bake of your annual 
dues but for your fellowship. As 



stated in the foregoing, we want to 
make the building a community cen- 
I ter where residents of the borough 
| can meet from time to time, exchange 
views and get better acquainted. That, 
J more than money, will make a suc- 
cess of this undertaking. There will 
be no restrictions that wiji cause any 
respectable person to heState in tak- 
ing out membership. There will be 
introduced any 'feature that a right 
thinking citizen might wish to have, 
provided it can be financed before 
launched. 

Women Included. 

In addition, it is anticipated that 
, the women and girls of the community 
will be provided for as never before — 
that they shall have separate and at- 
tractive quarters with which they may 
do as they please under competent, 
self-appointed direction. The man- 
agers believe there can be no success- 
ful community center work that does 
not include the women and girls. 

Details of plans for the work for 
women will be presented at a special 
meeting Tuesday evening, January 12, 
in the Y. M. C. A. Building. Everv 
woman in Narberth is urged to be 
present. 

Detailed Plan of Management. 

There follows a brief outline of the 
plan of management: 

Seven men have volunteered their 
services as a board of managers to 
put the association on a good busi- 
ness footing with respect to detail 
and finances. 

Enlarged Board of Directors. 

The board of directors have been 
increased in number to 21, including 
two from senior membership, and will 
act in an advisory capacity, giving full 
authority to the board of managers to 
form and maintain the future policy of 
the association in all its work. 
Chai rman of Managers — Saturdays. 

E. E. Searer, as chairman of the 
board of managers, will oversee and 
be responsible to the directors for the 
operation of the board, and among 
other duties, w T ill have office hours 
"■' the association building, between 
7.30 and 9.00 o'clock each Saturday 
night, at which time any citizen of 
Narberth is invited to call to discuss 
and suggest plans of operation that 
will make the association true to its 
"The Community Center'* policy, 
it being the desire of the managers 
to institute every feature that will 
further this object. 

Manager of Finance — Mondays. 

C. Ij. Metzger will have charge of 
the financial management and with 
the help of assistants of his own selec- 
tion, will solicit and distribute such 
moneys as will be required above the 
receipts from rents, memberships, etc., 
for maintenance. His office hours will 
be at the building on Monday nights, 
and he will be the manager in charge 
on those nights. 
Educational Work Manager — Tues- 
days. 

H. C. Garra will be the manager 
in charge on Tuesday evening, and 
will devote special attention to the 
work of perfecting and maintaining 
a complete and attractive library and 
reading room. He will oversee the 
junior membership, boys' game room, 
having charge as well of the religious 
activities in conjunction with his other 
duties. 

House Manager — Wednesdays. 

W. A. Cole will be the manager in 
charge on Wednesday evenings, and 
with assistants that he may select 
will act in the capacity of house com- 
mittee, it being his special object to 
make the interior and exterior of the 
splendid building attractive to the 
point that it may be a community 
pride. 
Social Work Manager — Thursdays. 

W. S. Horner will be the manager; 
in charge on Thursday evenings, and 
will promote the social interests ot 
the association. He will be assisted 
by committees of his selection antf 
will work in conjunction with the 
Woman's Auxiliary with the object or 
making the association building the 
social center of the community. 

Membership Manager— Fridays, 

F. W. Stites will be the manager in 
charge on Friday evenings, and, with 
his assistants, will build up the mem- 
bership. Our association should be 
double Its present size in membership, 
and we will welcome new members 
and visitors.

AID SJHOOL BOARD COMPLETED SOON 



School Welfare Association, of Nar- 
berth, Commences Work 



A meeting in the interest of the 
school affairs of Narberth was held in 
the Council Chamber of the fire house, 
on Monday evening, December 21st, 
1914. 

A motion to form a permanent 
organization of those interested in the 
borough school affairs was carried by 
a unanimous vote. 

Mr. Wm. C. Claghorn was elected 
chairman, and Mr. Wm. E. Yost, secre- 
tary and treasurer. The title "School 
Welfare Association of Narberth" was 
adopted as the name of the permanent 
organization. 

It was decided that any adult citi- 
zen of Narberth may become a mem- 
ber of the association on payment of 
an initiation fee of twenty-five cents. 

Mr. Southerland as chairman of the 
committee appointed to visit our 
School Board, reported that tne com- 
mittee had met the School Board at 
their regular meeting in December, 
and that the board had expressed their 
willingness to co-operate with the citi- 
zens of Narberth in the furtherance 
of school affairs.

To correct any erroneous impres 
sion as to the object or motive in 
forming the School Welfare Associa- 
tion it might be well to emphasize the 
following reasons for its formation: 

To arouse public interest in our 
schools.

To co-operate with our School Board 
in submitting fto the citizens of Nar 
berth, at (the election in November of 
this year, such specifications for a 
loan for the much needed school 
facilities as will meet with the ap- 
proval of the citizens. 

As it is difficult for our School 
Board to ascertain the attitude of t!» 
public in all school matters, and as it 
should not be necessary for them to 
do so: the citizens are requested to 
freely communicate their ideas and 
opinions on school matters to any 
member of the "School Welfare As- 
sociation" so that such matters can 
be presented to the School Board in 
due course, and at the proper time for 
their consideration.

The expert town planners and land- 
scape engineers, whose services have 
been secured by the civic association 
for the planning and development ot 
"Narberth Park," are busily engaged 
in the preparation of final plans in 
accordance with general instructions 
given by the park development com- 
mittee, and as soon as the^e are com- 
pleted they will be presented to that 
committee for approval, after which 
specifications will be prepared and 
bids obtained from contractors. 

Mr. Pope will be over from New 
York this week with several men to 
stake out the ground in accordance 
with plans, in order to obtain a 
general view of the lay-out as it will 
appear when completed. 

In the meantime, negotiations are 
under way with the gas, water tele- 
phone and electric light companies 
with a view to procuring their co- 
operation in the laying of pipes and 
conduits at the time the work on 
the park is being done, <*5o that there 
will be no necessity for digging up 
drives for this purpose after the work 
is completed. There will be no over- 
head wires to mar the beauty of the 
development, and artistic lamp posts 
will take the place of the usual un- 
sightly poles.

Belgian, English and 
Russian mothers. But they were not 
seated in warm, comfortable, lighted 
cars. They lay on the cold earth, 
where they had fallen, earlier in the 
day of the same Christmas. Snow 
too had fallen that day on those frozen 
fields of Flanders and a white blanket, 
lay as a mantle over the bodies of 
those sons of other women — white 
shrouds, except where they were 
pierced by innumerable scarlet stains. 

The next instant I was hack in the 
car, and I looked again at the scene 
before me — the two sons and their 
mother: and I saw the triumph of 
civilization, but I looked in vain for 
the glory of war.

St. Louis, Dec. 6. — An unpublished 
article by Mark Twain, called "The 
War Prayer/' was recalled by Dr. 
Henry Neuman, leader of the Ethical 
Culture Society in Brooklyn, this 
morning in his address on "Mark 
Twain" before the Ethical Society of 
St. Louis. 

The story tells how a regiment on 
its way to the front assembles at a 
church and prays for victory. When 
the prayer is concluded a white-robed 
stranger enters to say he has been 
sent from "On High" with a message 
that the petition will be answered if 
the men care to repeat it after under- 
standing its full import. Their pray- 
er, he tells them, asks for more than 
they seem to realize. Hence he bids 
them listen while he repeats aloud 
these unspoken implications of their 
desire: 

"O Lord, we go forth to smite the 
foe. Help us to tear their soldiers to 
bloody shreds with our shells; help 
us to cover their smiling fields with 
the pale forms of their patriot dead; 
| help us to lay waste their humble 
homes with a hurricane 'of Are; help 
us to wring the hearts, of their unof- 
fending widows with unavailing grief. 
For our sakes, who adore thee, Lord, 
blast their steps, water their way with 
their tears." 

Because he was told that this arti- 
cle would be regarded as sacrilegious, 
Mark Twain, who, according to Br. 
iNeuman was a free thinker, did not 
I print it.— From the New York Times.

HOUSEWIVES LEARN BUTCHERS' 
SECRETS. 

Narberth women will be interested 
in some of the things told to a num- 
ber of New York housewives a few 
days ago. Certain allowances will 
have to be made, of course, because 
of the difference in prices. 

Crowds filled the headquarters of 
the National Housewives' League, at 
25 Wept Forty-fifth street, to learn 
the different cuts of meat and see- 
beef, veal, lamb, and mutton cut by 
an expert, says the report in the 
New York Times. It was the informal 
opening of the headquarters for real 
work, and although the meeting was 
called for 10.30 o'clock, the women 
began to arrive at 9. They had note- 
books, in which they jotted down the 
facts given them; they asked in- 
terested questions, and the women at 
the rear stood up through the long 
demonstration. 

Theodore Carle wit z, who demon- 
strates at Teachers' College and other 
places wh ere educational work in 
domestic science is carried on, did the 
talking, while two assistants cut up 
the meat. Each woman present re- 
ceived a diagram showing a side of 
beef, with the various cuts marked 
off. 

Some of the questions set the 
audience laughing. The women had 
been told that an economical house- 
keeper with a family of some size 
would buy an entire cros^rib piece of 
beef — fourteen pounds at 21 cents a 
pound— from which she would get 
two steaks, a pot roast, and a good 
soup. Or she was told that she would 
get a good steak from this same piece 
by buying the first cut of the cross* 
rib. 

"But how can you be sure you get 
that first cut?" anked a woman from 
the front row of seats. 
) "See the whole crossrib," answered 

Carlewitz. 
| "But if you ordered by telephone?" 
I she continued, and the other women 
; shouted with laughter. 
j "Ladies," said Mrs. Julian Heath. 
| when there was quiet again, "don't 
1 do it." 

] "A skirt steak is one you will find 
j very good," said the demonstrator a 
| little later. "It is only 18 cents a 
1 pound, and some people like the 
flavor." 

"How do you spell 'skirt?' " called 
another woman at the side, her pencil 
poised in air, and the audience shouted 
again as the demonstrator replied: 
"S-k-i-r-t." 

"A chuck steak," said Carlewitz, be- 
ginning on his side of beef, "may be 
had now for 19 cents, and a chuck 
roast for 16. This steak has not the 
taste of the sirloin, but is more nour- 
ishing than the porterhouse. From 
the cheaper grade of chuck, with the 
bone out, you get a pot roast, but it i3 
coarse. The top chuck at 19 cents 
makes a fine pot roast. 

"The first and second ribs are 21 
cents a pound. The fourth, at 2' 
cents, is just as good and perhaps 
better. The ninth and tenth rib out- 
side roll roast has no bone and no 
waste, and to 18 cents, but is not as 
tender. The inside roll roast is nice 
and tender. It is 25 cents, but it is 
economical. Five pounds of it will 
equal eight pounds of rib roast. 

The flank fat of the beef, at 9 cents 
a pound, is the best for rendering— 
to use for deep fat frying or things 
of that kind— better than suet, as it 
does not get hard, according to the 
expert. 

"The top sirloin makei a good pot 
roast and beef a la mode, and bought 
whole Is 20 cents a pound," he con- 
tinued. "The first cut will cost 23 
cents. The porterhouse steak, from 
the loin of beef, costs 25 cents a 
pound, and the Delmonico steak 23 
cents. The cohort sirloin will weigh 
in the neighborhood of a pound, and 
is good for small families. It to ten- 
der and of good flavor, is 25 cents a 
pound, but in demand and hard to get. 
The flat bone sirloin of beef is better 
than the round, (there 1s about t^'o 
cents difference in the price.) ami the 
«iet is in this. A filet of Iref costs 
00 cnH.s a pound, A whole filet in 
a good loin of beef will weigh about 
seven pounds. 

"The bottom round of beer vnakes 
corned beef, beef a la mode and pot 
roast, at 24, 25 and 26 cents a pound. 
The round end of the rump, at 22 
cento a pound, is used to make corned 
beef. The leg of beef makes soup 
stock, 9 cents with the bone and 17 
without, and a piece of the bone 
thrown in. The neck of beef makes 
soun, but nothing is so good as the 
leg." 

Carlewitz told his audience how to 
tell lamb from mutton. The bone of 
the lamb cuts through, but the mut- 
ton will only break at the Joint.
